Hears Brandt 


Chancellor Backs 
Talks With Russia

judgment. 
When 
certain 
people 
are 
perturbed, 
their reflexes 
are 
diminished, and the chances are 
greater of becoming injured, or 
of injuring those who surround 
them. Not only in factories, but 
even in sports the “ accident- 
p r on e ’ ’ 
personality 
is 
recognized. 
Automobile 
drivers, 
house­ 
wives, 
and 
those 
in 
less 
stressful occupations have been 
k nown to have repeated injuries 
when upset 
by 
personal 
and 
social problems. 
It would be a great k indness 
to your fellow work er if you 
were to suggest to him k indly 
that he might benefit from an 
open discussion with his doctor.

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 
The Army has “ virtually ad­ 
m itted” that Lt. William Calley 
was sent to Vietnam illegally 
the Daily Oklahoman reported 
in Saturday’s editions. 
A Pentagon spokesm an has 
acknowledged, 
the newspaper 
said, that Calley was sent to 
Vietnam under an Army regu­ 
lation 
that 
forbids 
assigning 
second 
lieutenants 
to 
hostile 
zones until they have had four 
months 
of 
leadership 
ex­ 
perience. 
Calley 
was 
convicted 
last 
year of m urdering 22 civilians 
at the ham let of My Lai on 
March 16, 1968 and was sen­ 
tenced to life in prison. The 
sentence later was reduced to 
20 years, and the case is still 
being reviewed. 
Calley’s law yer, George W. 
L atim er of Salt Lake City, told 
the new spaper the disclosure 
might have considerable signifi­ 
cance in Calley’s appeal, pend­ 
ing before the U.S. Army Court 
of Military Review in W ashing­ 
ton.

Col SR Fisk, told the

he is 
asking the 
Arm y’s general counsel and the
